The  Marina  was  the  name  of  the  115  ATU  Quarters  on  the 
Mediterranean  just  outside  the  Egyptian  town  of  El  Arish.  The  Camp 
was  not  a  new  one  but  was  reputed  to  be  a  rest  camp  dating  back  to 
WW1  -with  the  trees  which  you  see  in  some  pictures  reputed  to  be 
eucalyptus  trees  planted  by  Australians  (??) 

The  Camp  was  first  guarded  by  Swedish  soldiers  but  when  I  was  there  in 
1964  1965  guards  were  Yugoslav.
